Stndded with noble plane trees, and 
spanned by an aqueduct, the work of ancient 
Rhodes, gradnally expandeth the narrow vale, as the 
road, ascending towards Zimboli, attaineth a site 
dear to the traditions of the island ; eyen the school 
of Eschines, where the Athenian oratoř, exiled by 
the envy of Demosthenes, instructed the Rhodians 
in the dialectics of the portice ; founding a school 
of eloquence wherein Gato, GsBsar, Pompey, and the 
latter Brutus, disdained not to become students. 
Even Tiberins is recorded to háve receiyed instruc- 
tion from its rostrum of art. 

A moment paused the son of Othman beside the 
bubbling fouĎtain welling from that delicions spot ; 
to listen to the innumerable nightingales hannting 
the adjacent thickets of arbutus and myrtle ; while 
the earth under his feet seemed carpeted as with 
the gorgeous and begemmed tissne of the Persian 
loom, shared by his father from the plunder of the 
paláce of Chosroes ; — so vivid was the enamelHng 
of the myriads of hyacinths and yiolets fiUing the air 
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with their firagrance, and intoxicating the honey-bees 
that supply the far-famed combs of Philermus. 

" Well art thou named O hill, the Hill of Hya- 
cinths!" murmured the young Saracen, leluctant 
that his horse's hoofs should de&ce that glorious 
garden-ground of nature ; then, tuming to the west, 
(instmcted by a Rhodian neatherd who had bronght 
his oxen from the pastures to drink at the fountain 
of Zimboli,) he entered the gorge of a valley so cleft 
into the mountain side, that the torrent leaping forth 
from its entrance appeared to burst from the very 
bowels of Philermus. 

But though foaming fretfiilly amid the fragments 
of rock scattered from the mountain heights as if 
expressly to restrain its wilfril course — of calm and 
more contented aspect became the brook when 
cradled within the green breast of the valley. Above 
the ledge of rock, the leap from whence imparted 
force to its issue, the level stream appeared less 
angry, and the rocks less rudé. Thickets of oleander 
and alatemus clothed the receding accliyities on 
either side ; while between the jutting angles of the 
cli£^ the silvery caper sprinkled with its white 
blossomsy as in sport, a summer-shower of snow. 
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High overhead clusiered the dark spires of the 
sepulchral cypress» — ^pinnacles of a self-created temple 
of Natore, whose altar-stone was formed by a mosaic 
of anemones inserted in the short green turf. — Every 
where, fragrance, — every where, bríghtness and 
bloom !~But for the noisy chirping of the grass- 
hoppers, the charm of that lonely valley had been as 
the soft illusion of a dream ! — 

On a sudden, the valley seemed to lose its bríght^ 
ness, and the flowers their gorgeonsness of hue. For 
lol through the winding of its undulations, the 
majestio frame of Philermus excluded the radiance 
of the western sky ; so that a mighty shadow fell 
npon the depths of Lamaca. 

Nor was that welcome shade the sole refreshment 
of the spot. A cluster of planeš of gigantic statare 
divided, as by a verdant wall, the straitened pass, 
concealing its further mysteríes; and cool ran the 
crystal waters in their shallow bed, protected by the 
leafy panoply from the light and heat of day. Ex- 
tended as in benediction over the stream were those 
mighty arms ; nor marvelled the wanderer to find a 
shepherd and his flock sleeping on the grass beside 
its green margin, enjojring in luxurious sympathy the 
drowsiness of earth and sky ! 
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Startled irom his inactivity by the abrupt ques- 
tioníng of Velid touching the abode of the Hákem, 
the shepherd reluctantly unclosed his eyes, to shut 
them again, dazzled by the rich accontrements of the 
Saracen, and the caparisons of his steed. 

" Were the dew upon the grass^ O stranger," he 
leplied, " need were there none to mistrust thy way 
to the dwelling of Telephus 1 But the path brushed 
at dawn of day by the feet of those who seek his 
coonsel, exhaleth in the meridian sun ; and by the 
northem issne of the valley is the speedier road for 
horsemen from the city.

Impervions, however, appeared the rampart of 

defence created by the drooping branches of those 

ancient plane-trees, sweeping on every side the earth 

as if ezpressly to repel the advance of the stranger. 

Dismoanting, therefore, he fastened his horše to a 
tree. 

^' The hour is past," remonstrated the shepherd, 
'^ wherein my master entertaineth the complaint of 
the sick ; and thy garb is not the garb of the bidden 
gnests of Telephus." 

An ireful glow bumt on the swarthy cheek of 
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the Saracen as he listened. But he passed on, 

unheeding. 

«Be warnod at least O atranger," shouted the 
shepherd, recoiling from the impetuous movements

At the first glance, nothing was appaxent amid its 
angles and inequalities, savé the rich and streaming 
growth of wild flowers, ever springing from such 
interstices in the fostering climate of the Levant.

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Faat beside the umbrageous tree stood a loaded 
camel, held by a driver in mean attire ; while one 
of similar form of raiment but loftier deportment, as 
having authority, was engaged in earnest discourse 
with the aged nurse by wbom the litter of Telephus 
had been accompanied the preceding night. 

Unveiled was ber venerable face, and unconstrained 
her mien, as she sat within the shadow of the plane- 
tree, caressing a milk-white goat that lay at her 
feet with its head resting against ber knee. But so 
wide a space intervened betwixt Velid and the marble 
ledge whereon she was seated, that the voices of the 
speakers reached him not. From their gestures only .

— O 
joyful spectacle to the eyes of Velid !— The altar of 
hospitality thus prepared, the solemnisers of its

Ere he conld determine whether to advance or 
recede, from the dwelling of the rock issued the 
old Numidian bondsman ; who, at the prompting of 
the nurse, nplifted his voice so roughly against the 
importnnate Jews, that right glad were they to close 
their bales and quit the spot. — Nevertheless, ere 
the camel-driver had guided his beast a bowshot 
length, he drew up unobseryed among the trees, to 
await in ambnsh the coming forth of the physician. 

And O what marvel the boldness and iixedness 
of his resolye, since about to be so richly rewarded I 
For lo ! when the venerable Hákem made his ap- 
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pearance, — slowlybendiog his stepe firomthe threshold 
of his dooř towards the simple banquet prepared for 
him in the shade, — his wasted frame was leaning for 
support on the genile arm of the fairest of the 
daughters of Greece. 

Every pulse in the thriUing breast of the son of 
Othman beat high with emotion, as from beneath 
the shadow of the trees he fixed his exulting eyes 
once more upon the snperhuman loveliness of 
Agathonia ! —

ancient world ! One thouaand of these locosts fed 
daily at the table of Jesebel ; bot who ehall nmnber 
ihe mnltitades still goiged in all the kingdoms of 
the earth, upon the sabetanoe of the people ? Egypt 
and Assyiia, impatient of thmr yoke, háve ceased to 
bow the knee to Baali and flnng ofF the domination 
of the Magi. Thy chmch, oTen thy Christian 
chnrch, hath saffinred more fiom the dissensions, 
extortions, and intolerance of its priestbóod, than 
írom all the persecntions of the heathen ; and irhen 
it falls, as fiiU it must^ will perieh throhgh the oppo- 
ditíon of temporal princes to ^iritoal rapine. The 
Terbal juggling,—the sleight of hand and heart»-^ 
betiayed to tíie eyes of men by the mntnal and 
bk)od«gailty hatred of patriarch and pontiff,— the 
rival chnrches of Egypt, Bome, and Qreeoe, testify- 
ing against each other, as of old, npon Monnt Gaiv 
mel, ihe prophet Elijah and the priests of Baal, — 
háve 'wionght shame, as by the hand of an enemy, to 
the cross of Christ Blessed be the name of the 
Prophet ! who, in the &ith of his bestowing, united 
spirituál irith temporal snpremacy ; exalting in the 
person of the Khaliph the anthority of church and 
atate.

By the will of Allah, a 
oommoB fate awaitod at tfae hands of the fóUowera 
of Moses, the oamel-drtYer of Mecca and the 
carpenter a son of Chkltlee, in whom His wisdom was 
made manifest. Wheiefore so long as san and moon 
endureth, shall the children of Israel eat the bread 
of bitterness nnder the soonrge of the children of 
the Přophet/'— . 

'^ Těmhle ahready hath been their atonement!" 
was the solemn reply of Telephus; *^ and kng shall 
their puniahment endtire in the generál execration of 
mankind. Yet were the precepts of the Messed Jesus, 
adopted by those who profese and call themselTOS 
Chrístians, such bitter persecation most be aban* 
doned. The dying Ghríst prayed for pardon upon 
the minnlerers, predestined, as foreshown by the pro- 
phets, to the task of his probation ; nor was Pontius 
the govemor less oríminal in his íeeble surrender of 
the anthority of the law, than Caiphas, the high- 
priest,in its barbarous execntion. Thy law-giver, 
O my son, enjoined from the shade of his palm-tree, 
as mine from the Monnt of Olives, toleration of 
creeds and fovgÍTeness of trespasses ! The resorrec- 
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tion of the dead was no doctríne of their creation ; 
for, ages before the birth of Christ, had Plato and 
Socratea preached the immortality of the sonl : and 
if Moses afforded to his followeis no promise of a 
Canaan that was not of this world, the evocation of 
the souU of the dead by the Israelites, aTouobeth 
their faith in spirítnal ezietence ařter death. By the 
Egyptiana, Herodotns aaserts the pyramida to háve 
been oreated, for the purpose of securing trom cor« 
ruption their myriáda of dead, in conyiction that they 
ahould rise again.— Holier, O holier is the tenet that 
aignaliaeth above all othera the miasion of Ghriat !"•— 

The 8on of Othman inclined his ear in deferential 
silence to the ezposition of the preserver of bia 
father ; for behold 1 the benignant countenance of the 
physician waa irradiated with the fulness of faith. 

" Virtue," resumed Telephns, mildly, " waa tanght 
by the stoica. Zeno, the apostle of duty and con* 
science, enjoined zeal for our friends and pardon for 
onr foes. But he enjoined it for the self-contentment 
of our mind. He made not of Loyb itself,— eyai 
that Loto which lÍTeth in the joy of another,— a 
diyine blessing. He forgave not the sins of those 
,who ^loved much/— or the tiespase of a brother, 
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even when seventy times seveii-fold repeated ; — ^nor 
ivould he háve wept in tendemess, like tbe founder 
of my faith, over Lazarus in his tomb !

At that moment, the milk-white goat, whiohhad 
drawn near hy the side of Thoaa the nuzae, and 
whiohy like all living things at Lainaca, savé the 
lovely Agathoniaj was etricken in years, oame and 
reeted its yenerable head in the kp of ite master, as 
with eostomary and priyileged endearment; 'fizing 
ite eyes wistfully on his face, as thongh to demand 
the canse of thia unwonted gathering of strangers. 

^' Let not my lord wax wxoth with hia servant !** 
faltered the Jew, while Telephns laid a oaressiag 
hand on the silken fleeoe of his &Yonrite. ^'Bat 
behold I this raiment of needle-work,— wroogfat wHh 
six silken thieads by the cunning skill of the

^^Beholdl" said they^ *'we hide our heads from 
the displeasnre of my lord, and depart from his 
presence. Yet peradyentnre the gracions daughter 
of the healer of men might be moTed to cast an eye 
of fávonr on onr timbrels of Damascus? Tabrets 
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alflo have we, wrought in the shitiim wood of

^^ May no sweeter musio ever veaoh mine ean tban 
the Yoice of my Agathonia I" críed Tdepbas, with 
fervour. ^^Or lute or timbrel were put to Bbame 
by ber notes^ mellifluous at the nigbtingalea of 
Megaral" 

Again opened tbe artful Mesbech his lipe to speak ; 
when lo I upetarted in his ire the eon of the Emír ; 
and, in a yoioe as of a bursting stonn, bad him 
depart with speed, nor again presume to shake the 
dust from his feet within the piecincts of Laxnaea. 

As if smitten by a bolt from heaYen, the sons 
of Abraham inclined their foreheads to the earth, 
Then, with trembling handa, laid they their burthen 
upon the camel ; and, ere the angry glow had sub- 
sided from the brow of Yelid, disappeared afar off 
among the thickets, and were no more seen in the 
yalley.

wbere Cambyses, on bis retnrn from tbe deTastation 
of Egypt and tbe overtbrow of its gods, wounded 
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hiouelf unio death,— did Benedictiis, the monk of 
Sublaoo, endow an everlasting bonse of prayBr; 
wfaere pioos men might derote their lives to the 
wonhip of the Most High, and the entertaimnent 
of their pilgrím farothen of the faith; — an hos- 
pHal to the nck,— -a caiayaDserai to the -wajhňng

*^ Familiai to thj soul are the glories and goTern- 
ing of Syría, as those of thy country ; and the worde 
of wiadom fall from thy lípa like dates from the 
ripeness of the palm I"— ezolaimed the Saraoen in 
admiring surpriae.

i/ contained elaewliere, superattottí/ And tlumoe- 
forward, fed were the atoves of the thousandbatha of 
the city with the labouw of the Scribesof all natíoae 
and languages, as fabled inon$te» of antiquity 
nourished by the fleah of humim IU» I But that in 
that heayy hour the ahadow of ihe angel of death 
darkened my threahold, soaroely had I forbome ihe 
danger of the judgment, in deÍBBoe of that glorioua 
oolleotion which was as a piUar of fire to guide the 
bewildered children of the earth through the dark- 
noM of agea." 

'^Ye háve Mosea and the prophets, heas ye 
them !" cried the Saraoen ; «« and we, biamiUab I the 
ineffable revelations of the Korán I " 

«« Eyen the inapired writinga of our faith haye ye 
destroyed t '' cried Telephus. «^ In the churehes of 
Aaia and churohea of Qreeoe, beard I, in my youth, 
the apostolio epiatles zedted foom the scroIU where- 
unto thooe handa had aet their aeala, wherewith the 
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band of Ohrist had been enolasped l-^-And behold ! 
all beoomes iradition !*«The sword cS laiaia is not 
fatal alone to the lile of man ; bnt to the spirit whioh 
should prq>are him for a life to come.** — 

^^Yet let the jnstioe of thy lips," pleaded the 
Saiucen, ^' attríbnte to the Hans and the anny of 
the Gblden Spean^ the devastation of Constanti- 
nople, When the standard of the Prophet shall float 
trinmphantly on its walls, (as soon by the graoe of 
Alláh shall be accomplished) no trace remains for us 
to obliterate of the idolatry whioh is called Art, or 
the pedantry which is called Leaniing 1*-A11 that is 
profane or trivial hath been e£bced 1" 

^* With reyerence did I penise>" rejoined Telephns 
meekly, ^^ the seven sacred poems inscribed on the 
walls of the Geaba^ respected by the Fxo^het 
when he cast forth the idol of Hebal holding his 
seven arrows.-^For Ait, O my son, hath a holý and 
a hallowing influence; neither strengthening nor 
weakening npon earth the foundation of the works 
of Qoá ; bat snrronnding them, like the enlighteni- 
ment of the orb of day, with an atmosphere of glory 
and peaoe ! — Let the tmmpets of the Khaliph rend 
the air with his trimnphs, írom the Tigris to the

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Euphrates; but leaye ii6> O kaye 119, the atímog 
yene wfaich Homer of Scio was pcmring into the eairs 
of Grreece, when Darid sang in Israel ; — and the 
mellifluous hyinns breathed in Teos by Anaoieoo, 
wheá the prophets of CKhI propheeied in a more 
fiiTOured land T' 

*^ Profane is every oreed in the eyes of man, O 
Telephus, savé that whioh he professeth," said the 
Saracen, sofbened by the rebuke of his host. ^* In 
the East, thou must haye encountered strange wor- 
shippers, who comprehend nnder the name of iofidel» 
both Christian and Moslem ?" 

« I háve indeed beheld the altars of many gods ! " 
murmured Telephus, with a sigh. ^^ In Prasiane, 
fast by the country of the Baotrians, mad is the strife 
between the Magians of Mithras and the Buddh* 
ists of Fo. In Eg3rpt, eontentions rage betwizt 
the disciples of Zoroaster and the Cophtio devotees 
of Isis and Osiris, as beyond the Ozns, they háve 
to war with the supefstition of the Braohmana. 
Under many names, and acoording to vaiyiag mflu- 
enoes of climate and temperament^ hath it pleased 
the Oreator of all things to be adored, froin the time 
when diversity in forms of worship between the sons 
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of Adam, yma the cause of spUling the first human 
blood shed npon the earih. But be this, O my abn^ 
a rign and token to thee, — ^that wherever the poor 
díaeíple of Chríst before thee hath shaken the duet 
ífoiB his, sandále,—- whether on the baxren mountain, 
or among the green pastnres hj the running stream, 
nevěr was it his chanoe to meet a race of mortals so 
abandoned of divine mercy, as to be wanting in con- 
YÍction of an all^wise and benefíoent siipreme being, 
to whom its actions were matter of responsibility." 

** Qoj} is good !" mnrmnred the son of Othman. 
*'It hath pleased him in his latter time to manifest 
himself to all nations and langnages by the voice 
of our Holý Plrophet ! " 

" Under the inflnenoe of vicissitndes of clime and 
cnstom, do creeds become distorted/' added Telephus, 
rekpsiBg into reflection, '^eyen as a staff seems 
bent or broken^ when plnnged into a denser element. 
As the Jews, duríng the Babylonish captiyity, 
oorropted with snperstitions the law of Moses, 
opposing in perpetual antagonism to the oeon of the 
archangeUc hierarchy the doamon or Zatanaí' of the 
Chaldieansy and bonrowing from the star-gazers of 
Babylon the consecration of the first day of the week 
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to the Sun, and the feaet of the ptsaoTer to the écm- 
stellstion Aries, then aecencbunt, ttfider the name of 
the PaschaUlamb, so hath the primittTe Chrisliait 
chureh been poUúted by image-worship and Tirgiii* 
worship, through eoniagion of the idolatries of 
Ghreeoe and Reme. Even the Orofls, a mere symbol 
of our faith, hath become an objeot of adoration 
by sanction of the ponti£b estáblished under Phooas, 
on the banks of the Tiber/' 

'* In the confíision of the ignorant between objects 
and their symbolfl^ lies the origin of all idolatries^" 
observed the Saraoen. ** When Zoroaster instnicted 
his foUowers to tum their faoes in prayer towards 
the sun, and when the apostle of Gh>d eommaiided 
the faithful to pray with theirs towards Meoca, ít 
was to assign a KMcl^ or distinct point for the oon- 
trolment of the wanderíng hnman eye^ (a pole«tar 
to that pilot of the facuUies 1) snob as was effiscted 
by the graven images of the beathen. Yet by the 
enemies of their íaith^ are the Moslems aoonsed of 
worshipping the tomb of Mecca." 

''Even as the latter Greeks ooneeived their 
ancient dead to háve been transformed by the gods 
into trees and rirers, birds or flowen; beoanse 
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these tbings were named after oertain of iheir 
forefathers, that, through the monumental immiita- 
bility of nature, ihej might be had in remem- 
branoe in tbe laDd.-^To the andent Rhodians the 
laurel serred to commeinorate a nymph beloved by 
Apollo ;-—eYen as to the Christians a fair blue 
flower enamelling the plains of Jordán, recalleth that 
pious tnaiden of Bethany, Yeronica; who, when 
Jesus bore his Gross to Calvary, defjing the wrath 
of his persecntors, with the band of mercy wiped the 
dew of agony from his face !'' 

'^Welcome to mine eyes will be that flower," 
murmured Yelid, in a low yoice, '' when I retům to 
the fertile fíelds of Damascns." 

'* What was thy recent choice of gifts," continued 
Tdephnsy nnheeding^ ^^ but a s3miboUcal demonstra* 
tion of sympathy in the feelings they purported to 
conciliate? — ^the god of Healing, as patron of my 
calling ! the goddess of Purity, as a fitting emblém of 
my ohild !— Yet unto ím owest thou no worship."-— 

Irrepressible was the cry of dissent that burst 
fromthe lips of Yelid. 

«< In yonder casket/* continued his host, '' firamed 
of the precious citron wood of Egypt for which 
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the Boman wuiioiis ušed ta telí dawa its weight 
in gold, (a gift aforetiind firam the PatriMroh cf 
Alezandria,) lies enshríned, amoQg many {HrioaleiB 
toriptnies, a tieatise in ihj molher*t(mgue, on tiie 
emblemalioal hieroglyphios of the Gopbts; nfhidh^ 
better ihan my feeble worda, interpretoih the ihoiigfat 
within me*** 

Obedient to the geetuve of TelephiM, tonied the 
eyes of his guest towarda on axched sanotnary in the 
wall ; whereín etood a oasket, earioady wrouj^t, 
and íastened by a chain and padloek of the eteel of 
Damaaciie. 

*' SilTer and gold bare I none," said the old man, 
with a amile ; '^but behold the treamire of my honee I 
Behold the frnit of my toils and traTel0,-«-tíie eoribe- 
reeorded memoishilta of the earth in the Greek and 
Latin tongae8,«»49clayonic, Cophtie, Arabio, Sansorii, 
Penian. In ike day of my tribulation, when my 
anceetml dwelling at Bhodee wae laid waste by the 
Modem benegers, all I prayed of the Emir whom 
it waa my ohance to Berve, was restoration of this 
coUeotion, worthlesa in the eyes of the sons of Idám ; 
and a safegoard fipom molestatioa in the wilds of 
Lavnaca, a shxed of the inheritance of my Mben." 
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^^ A gaerdoň far beneaih thine asking I " ejaculated 
the yoimg man. " Yet saxely these haUs are ezcava* 
tiona of the olden time ?"— - 

'* More ancient than the most anoient reoords of 
ovr isle I" oríed the phyeician ; ^^ more ancient than 
the fonndation of onr cities by Jalysus, the son of 
Apollo !•— In my youth, they yielded a hermitage to 
my sommer leisure ;*-to my old age, afford they a 
happy household home. The love of my fellow- 
citiaens and gratitude of my diaciples, supply the com, 
wine, and oil denied by the barrennesft of Lamaca« 
The fruits of the field are the gift of God ; and for the 
raiment of my limbs, thank I that loyely one who, 
on leaming the roin of Rhodes and the desolatíon of 
her grandsire, abandoned the stately home of her 
father, on the shores of the Propontíne ; and became 
a sojoumer with me m the wild, beside her mother'8 
gray&— for aftw Aap»a(y or the pláce of a tomb, hath 
the valley its name 1— Such is the secret of our for-* 
tunea; whereon I dwell bnt to lend force to my 
attestation, that for all the treasurea of Mohavyah, 
-—all the golden plunder of the palaces of Ctesiphon, 
would I not exchange the contents of yonder 
oasket !** 
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^The Bnmhine of heayeii U upontby head,— the 
smiBhme of a goikless heart within thy bxeast :*- 
what háve šach as thoa to gain írom the lucre of 
this world?/' — ezclaimed the sod of the desort. 
^^ And yet, I pray thee» O yenerated hofit,----thou who 
knowest the virtnes of the herbs of the fieid and the 
morements of the stan in their spheresj and, more 
than all, who hast greatness of soul to gáze fizedly 
on the TaUey of the shadow of death and forbear- 
* ingly on the frailty of thy fellow-mortald, answer 
tne and say, what wisdom to be oompassed by the 
mind of man, or p^rpetnated by his band, hath 
power of enlightenment for those whom the lessons 
of the Korán fail to enlighten ?"~ 

*^ So say the Jews of their Talmud, and the eastem 
idoUters of their Zenda-Yest I" said the old man, 
with an indulgent smile. 

^^But behold, the code of our Prophet is the re- 
yealed word of Alláh !" cried Yelid, with enthusiasra. 
<( Other oreeds haye been yicaríously intetpreted ; 
that of Jehoyah, by Moees,— that of Jupiter, by 
Hom6r,-^that of Ghrist, by his apostles, in many 
forms and soriptures. But as there is but one AUah, 
of whom Mahomet is the Prophet, there is but one 
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Korán, whereof Mahomet is the s<mróe ;-«for the 
Satrap in his palace> as for the Arab in his teoit, the 
one and indiiisible law, of a God one and indi* 
Tisible !'* 

^^ The law that enforceth prayer, ^absiinence^ lus- 
tration and almsgiving, as the means of grace, should 
exact respect from all the sons of men," observed 
the Greek ; *' nay ! the one enacbnent of thy Prophet 
that, in leading into captivity, the child benot parted 
from the mother, is a step achieved towards the 
tender mercies of Christianity. * Nevertheless, O 
Velid ! be not deceived I— I who beheld the gray head 
of thy Prophet laid in the grare, swear to thee by 
mine own, that, when Mahomet gave up the ghost^ 
his law was yet but as the breatb of man; nor, 
for twice twelye months after his death, were the 
scattered palm-leaves whereon his precepts had been 
inscribed by hb disciples, coUected by the pious care 
of Abubeker." 

With a cry of impatience, the son of Othman 
started from his seat. But ere his rejoinder conld 
find breath, the acoents of a voice sweet as the gales 
of Zimboli or honey of Philermus, breathed through 
the lattice. 
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" Behold ! my Agathonift pioceedeth to aooomplidi 
her dftilf ritea oí piety in the cy^naa grove, bodda 
the Mpolchre of her mothor I" faltered Telephoa, 
joiníng hÍB withered palma upon hů breut, in an 
attitade of devotion. 

Bnt Telid heaikened not to his worda. 

The eus of the Swacen were filled with tbe plain- 
tÍTo etanzas of the hymn cbanted by Agatíionia.

A souND as of trinmph aod rcjoicing is in the air,

^^ Glory to the name of AUah, who inapired thia 
mighty project to our lord the Khaliph ! " cried the 
joyoua Sidi Hémet, aa, amid the brayingof thetnim- 
peta, the gneata of the Emir aat at meat, aronnd a 
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board spread wiih the vessels of aculptuiedgold won 
from Penia hj the armies of Omar, and ahaied by 
that generous Khaliph among his brothers in anns. 
^* Behold what forms of light beckon us to the Euro- 
pean sbore I— -On one hand, the blne-eyed maida of 
Scythia, with tresses like the golden silk that feedeth 
our looms of Damascus ;— on the other, the daik* 
eyed maids of paradise, waviDg their kerchiefe of 
green ! For those who fall in arms agaiost the 
Ghristians, the etemal joys of the blessed ; for those 
who lÍTe to plant the crescent on the topmost tower 
of St. Sophia, a tríumph such as none savé a fol- 
lower of the Propbet can enjoy in this lower world f 
'« Allahillah AUafa !— God is great 1"— burst from 
the lips of the ezoited Mosleme^ as each indnlged 
apart in some wild snrmise of the unknown pleasnres 
of the West; the gloríous constellations of a new 
aspect of the hearens, — ^the Terdant forests, green paa- 
tures> and running streams of a country unscorched 
by the snn, the refínements of the arts of peace,— 
the ezoitements of a world unknown. Wondrous 
were the tales imported to the Syrian sbore by 
strange navigátore from the newly*arising eity of 
the AdriatiO) touching the marrels of Christian 
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Rome ; and to wild ^imaginatione, tbo rtral eities 
of the Roman Empire were as contiguong aabnrbs. 

And lofas they cavonsed wíih oheer of heart 
and joyouB antictpations, spavkled in every band 
(he bríght sherbet, ezbaling a firagrance as of 
Rhodian roses^ anď a cociness as of tbe snows of 
Athos ! Around the table tríckled scented waters 
firom those. snbtle fonntains of silver and gold, 
devised for refreshment by the^Persian satraps; 
while on ths* board were heaped the mdting grapes 
and Inacions figs of tbe island ; — apricots of Oyprus, 
sweei as the boney-dew of Paradise;— oitrons of won«* 
drous growth and flavonr from the Egyptian sbore ; — 
kemels from the almond groves of Damascas ;-— ^dates 
hom the Judasan palm, and Oriental íkiHs of eyery 
form, dríed with consammate tkill into tbe peflacid 
histro of the topazes gleaming in the qneenly ořown 
of Palmyra. For already had contagion from their 
Persian oonquests enervated the rudé and simple 
tastes of the sons of tbe Desart. 

Amid the sbonts and lan^hter of the exulting 
chiefs, eame Yelid^ tbe son of the Emir in unto them, 
and sat down in the lowest plaoe. And behold, his

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brow was not as the brows of those who had joy ia 
the favour and prosperity of the Khaltph. 

'^ Whenoe cometh, O my son^ thy tardy step?"

And while a merry shout fiom his companions in 
anns saluted the sallj of Sidi Hémet, glared like 
the rage of a lion of Ethiopía the eyes of Yelid ; 
and, half rising írom his pláce, he thrust his hand 
into his girdle to seek the jewelled hilt of his 
jataghan. But that the offender was the guest of 
his &ther, sharing his bread and salt, blood wouid 
háve flowed from the smiting of that recklěss word 
as water from the rock of Horeb ! And Othman, 
bowheit he preserved a steadfast countenaoce^ as 
becomes an interprete! of the will of kings, kept 
watch over the movements of his son as over his 
own passions; and ponderíng the intemperate re- 
sentment betrayed hy Yelid, resolved to set spies 
aboat the path of his son. 

For hehold, while the expedition projeoted against 
Constantinople was as a trumpet-call to the valour 
of the camp, the y^ungest and bravest of the cap- 
tains of the Khaliph remained. unmoved !

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On the fourth á&j of these struggles, tiiiablelonger 
to abide the want of the cheering sansbiné effdsed 
hj the presence of Agathonia, witb sudden defiance 
flung he his careíul tbougbts and prudent resolutions 
to the winds; and, wHh the speed of frehz^, gat 
him once more unto the valley. 

And O 80 often had he dwelt on the features of 
that auspicious way, that every tree and rock was 
familiar to bim as the face of a firíend ; and blindfold 
conld he háve críed aloud as he dashed along, — ^^ Lo! 
bere the city suburbs, witb the dark masses of tbeir 
fig*trees ! — Yonder, on the dim slopes, the cbeerless 
-foliage of thó ofível — Now flags the faiiiting air 
nnder tbe fragranoe of the ohinge groves at the foot 
of Zimboli ! — Haili clnstering'b3racinth8, commemo- 
ráting in ApoII6'8 island the youtb bewailed by bis 
loTB !— Wdcome; spray of ibe torrent bnrstingírom 
tbe mountain passI^^And ibrioe wélcome, rustling 
plane«irees, whose shade is as tbe threshofd of 
Lámaoa!"— ^ 

Imponng, as features of tbe venerable face of tbe 
island, were tbe broad shadows of tbose ancient 
trees— á nobler growtb than tbe waving acaciás and 
abrabby evergreens skirting tbe city. But as he drew 
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near, in pláce of the usaal rtillneBS of atmosphere 
sanctifying that profoumd solitnde, the air seemed 
stirred by vibratlon ! Though no living thing was 
visible, savé the white goat sleeping in the sunshine 
beside the dooř, he was couBcious of approachmg a 
spot where the pulses of life wero thrílling in the 
breasts of many. Gnished was the graas, as by the 
hurrying of feet, towards the favourite plane-tree 
named by Telephus the Tree of Refnge.— Another 
tum of the path, and he commanded a Tiew of the 
spot. — 

Holý Prophet ! what means the strange mnltitude 
gathered beneath its branohes ? — By their dřess they 
should be Bhodians; by their attitude, engaged in 
prayer ! — In the midst of them sits the yetetan of 
Lamaca, with an open Tolume on his knee ; while 
beside him hovereth Agathonia Itke an angel of 
light dictating the words of an ETangelist* 

Unyeiledy — nngaarded,— inspiration onhernpliffced 
brow and in her smile that peace of Gk>d which 
passeth hnman understanding^-— the son of Othman 
beheld in her radiant beauty the embodied spirit of 
the Christian faith.— For behold I he had intmded 
upon the worship of the persecnted remnant of the 
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people of tfae island, driven by tbe Sjnrian invaders 
from their deseciated houses of prayer. — 

As he drew near, Telephus was in the act of 
closing the sacred volume. But a moment after- 
wards the Christians having risen from their knees 
preparing for departure, at a signál from Agathonia 
bnrst forth a chorál hymn, wherein the melodious 
Yoice of the maiden of Lamaca was distinguishable 
among the rest, as the song of the nightingale amid 
the mingled warblings of the wood.

Howbeit Yelidj misdoubting the truth^ persisted 
in interrogation pf the Moor; saying, '^What 
talkest thou of spies, and what manner of men 
are these whom thou hast seen?"-— Whereupon 
depicted he more clearly the shaping of their turbans 
and colour of their yests, 

^^ These be my fatheťs people !" ezokimed Yelid, 
labouring to retain an untroubled countenanoe. 
*' Peradventure they seek me in the yalley : I will 
go forth and meet them by the way." 

But behold, in parting from his host> prayed he 
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earnestly that he might breathe in the ear of Aga* 
thonia one iarewell word ; for despite the misgiyings 
of his heart and the panic of the hour, fae jeamed 
to claim a kin8inan*8 prí^ege of her who was as 
light to his eyes. 

And lo ! when sanctioned by the grace of Telephus, 
he hurried into the halí, wild became the throbbings 
of his heart, and his words contended for utterance. 
But no sooner had he crossed the threshold than his 
eager steps were hushed. Beside a cmcifix sancti- 
fying the dwelling, knelt the Christian maiden, 
absorbed in prayer; so that she heard not his 
approaching steps, nor refrained from her murmured 
snpplicatíon of — ^^Tum thou, O fountain of all 
Mercy, tum thou his stony heart !"

— Bitter grievances disonited the dear onea 
from whom our kindred íe derived. Between «*, 
my biother, be there peace ! " — 

And tean trembled ia the Toices of both, as 
the BOD of Othman repeated foiidlj after her.— 
" Henceforward, and for ever, be there peaee 1 "^ 

And approachÍDg nearer to her who ep«ke him 
thna gently, he took ínto hia own her unresiating 
hands tb.iL n\-v<: as cold as marbla, and preased them 
to bis eyca nud forebead, saylng, *' My SOul !9 dark 
witb tht; darkncHB of the land of £gyp^ ^"^ wao- 
derťth 03 otiu in the wildemeBS witbont a gntde. 
Proy for mu, O my belorod, that my spirit ha 
enligliteDod ! — pray migbtily for me, Agsthonia, at 
the altar of tliu Lord thy God !"— 

Then brigbt ahone through its tean the ooonte- 
nonco sliD tumed towards him ; and thonghts of joy 
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grew íq her breast. But even as the maiden on* 
dosed her lips to speak, behold, the shadow of the 
messengers of the Emir darkened the threshold. 

"O son of Othman, li ve for ever!" — cried the 
yeteran of the Ascalonians, prostrating himself beíbre 
the yoang chief. ** Behold, our errand may not 
tarry in our hand. For thus saith my lord, the 
Emir : ' Fetch hither my son, even my son Velid, 
before my fece ; for I háve tidings for his ear that 
import the instant service of the Commander of the 
faithful."

Like a statue of stone stood Yelid to listen to 
tbis terríble announcemeiit ; his eyes fixed upon the 
Bian in authority whose deoree struck death inta 
his heart. 

** Already/* resumed Othman, ^^ is the anchor of the 
Edessians weighed for departnre; so tbat Meshech, 
the brother of Ben-Shedad waiteth bnt tby ooming 
to set sail. Reoeive, therefoze, tby waixant of in- 
struction and gold to supply tby needs ; and be the 
gnaid of Alláh npon tby bead !" — 
jwTheny clapping liis bands, entered straigbtway a 
company of the Ascalonians, forewamed to esoort the 
son of their Emir tiU embarked on the deek of the 
biigantine. Besistance had beea nnayailing! — 
For as the talons of an eagle stooping from its flight 
was the grasp of tbat man of iron; and life and 
death were in the imperative gestnre tbat pointed 
to the dooř ; and the Yoice tbat nttered his faiewell 
greeting was boarse with the terrors of the law ! 

Ere the son of the despot lecoyered free usage of

of land, he hade his people set meat aad drink before 
the stranger, that the soul of the son of Othmaa 
might be glad, ere he quitted their deek. And when 
the young man^ raiaing to his parohed lips the 
sherbot of tatnarind jnice so gratefíil to their thirst, 
drank a deep draught with thankfulness, behold! 
the cup was drugged with mandragora; — so that 
heayy sleep came npon him, erea as the sleep of 
death I— • 

And as he \bj there, niuffied in his cloak^ like a 
thing that had ceased to Iíto,— ^the towers of Antioch 
being before them as if rísing out of the waters,*— 
the helmsman was bidden to put ba<;k ; and anchored 
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lay the vessel of Meshech before the port ; while the 
two brigantines sailed onward with their přecious 
fireight, bearing to Ben-Shedad, who awaited them, 
a seciet message of instnictioii. 

O prompt as the subtile spirit of pestilence was 
the aptitttde of that miscreant soul for evil ! For 
ere twice the sand-glass had been tumed^ foith 
swept from the harbour a gallant barque of lesser 
inastage than the brigantines, bearing the ensign of 
the Venetians.

And towards eyening, as they neared the Gy« 
clades, behold the drowsy Yelid mutteréd incohe- 
rent in his dreams — <^ Flyest thou, O Antioch^ 
before our sails ?— My soul is a-weary< of the sea!"-* 
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For feTer raged mightUy in hú Toiiisl— The 
narootic dmgy working on an exoited fraxaep was 
stimulating hia brain to frenzy ; and when midnight 
came, and with wild shonts and frantio gestnres, he 
fttarted forth and strove to fling himself for ooolness 
into the wayes, fain were they to lay hands on bim 
and bind bim, lest further miscbief sbould ensue.

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towardfl the Hellespont; kden with silk aad 
camďs hair of Persian and Arabian growth, and 
ivory and 'frankincense and spices from the further 
Ind ; — and aboTe all, for the behoof of OallinicuB the 
Heliopolitan^ one of the chief captains of the empire, 
and conning as the Maccabee in the crafb of war,-— 
aealed jan of naphtha from the dístríct of the Tigris, 
wherewith he was suppofled to temper his mysterious 
implements of destmction. But not with the lese 
diligence did the yesaels trading from Antíoch and 
Tarsos, convey throughout the yearto the imperiál 
market, the weíghtier merohandise of Ben^Shedad. 

Easy was it therefore unto Mesheoh to obtain 
aooess to the presence of the mighty man of valour, 
by whoee month it was his purpoee to dispatch 
tidings of his mysterions voyage and crooked policy 
to the ear of the Imperiál oonncil of wa^. — For 
behold^ consnming his daysin the inglorious inert- 
ness &tal to the early fame of his grandfather 
HeracHus, in his somptuous pahice of Hebdomon 
apart from the city by the sea-sfaore, abided Oonstan* 
tine PogonatuSj panienstniek by the meče threat of 
fiaracen inyasion.

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lips the serrility of bis ábject nfttarey prortraie wfts 
the laoe of Meshech at the feet of CallinkmH, captain 
of the citadel and chiefamongthecomicinorBof war. 

^^ O artificer of the fire that is queaohlesa aa the 
flames of Oehenna !*•— said the wily Jew, — ^ O Greek, 
abstrnse of science as the planisphere of Dendera ! 
know that thronghoat the ports of the LeTant, the 
heralds of Mohavyah haye proclaimed war against 
the empire. And behold, as first fruits of the strife, 
tíiy servanta bring a bonnden captive to thy feet, 
even a captive worthy of thy greatness. — Ood hath 
stricken htm in his strength. Yet in his birth-right is 
he mightf as Behemoth, — a warrior cherished of the 
Khaliph and sole-bom of the Emirof Rhodes ; and 
for the guerdon of onr zeal, be it acoording to the 
manificence of my lord the Emperor T 

Then Callinicas shonted for joy : ^^ Right wd- 
oome art thou for thy news, O son of Abraham ; and 
for the thmgthat thou hast doně, as the lord liveth, 
it shall be well with thee and with thy hoase for 
thy saké." For in his knowledge that, should th^ 
arms of the Saracens prevail, worse than death 
awaited his desertion of the standard of the Prophet, 
it rejoioed bim. to háve a hostage thos opportunely 
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{>roYÍded, the value of whose head enabled him to 
dictaie terms to the besiegers* . Nor was his joy 
abated hy an occasion to testify this deadly enmity 
long cherished against Othman the husband of Ervé. 

With laTÍsh prodigalitj, ^therefore, caused he

** It 18 vrítten of one whom the Korán of thy 
Prophel honoureth as an enlightener of nations," 
replied the Oreek, *' that, on a time, the master of 
Lokman bestowed on him a bitter melon^ whereof 
he ate, as thongh unconsoious of its bittemess. — 
Then mocked him the master, saying, * PerceiTest 
thou not that the melon is bitter ? '— < Yea, Lord,' — 
was the answer of Lokman ;— •< but in my time I 
háve receiyed many good fruits at thy hand; and 
am bound to eat unquestioning this one nnpahite- 
Able ! • •'— 

Schooled by a lesson which the name of his 
Prophet made holý, straightway commanded the 
Emir of his Ascalonians that the sojonm of the 
Christian in the fortress should he cared for as the 
sojoum of the enroy of kings. 

Yet not the less Telephus rebaked him, saying,

'^ Bitter to every sonl that liveth is the hour of cap- 
tiyity r replied the Emir ; ^^ but bitter as the waters 
of Marah to a son of the deserty whose foot is by 
custom in the sturrap^ and whose hand on the spear!" 
' He paused: for fftltering was in the Yoice that 
reTerted to the grievous fortuně of his son; and 
Telephus, perceiving his advantage, resumed his 
expostulation. — 

'^ It is not for myself alone I plead," said he ; '^or 
for the child that is dearer to me than myself.

. *^ Deemest thou we háve tamed for thj bidding 
to plead his cause V* — cried Telephus^ with indigna* 
tion. *' Preoioas to onr eyes as the light of áaj i» 
the faoe of Yelid, thy son,—- and feryent, O, fienrent 
hath been our interoeding and unwearied enr 
prayer.*'— 

^'And withont hopeí^-^interrupted Othman— • 
his breast swelling as he listened. 

But Telephus answered nevěr a word ; and onoe 
and again was the question repeated, ere he replied 
in an altered Toice— >*^The lust of vengeance rageth 
iu the soul of OalUnicns against the seed of Othman; 
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and his connael is in the ear of the empéior as the 
counsel of the inspired.

^* Pour forth your vials of wrath !'-' eried the 
fiiiiatio, thrnrting his lean hand into his matted 
hair and gathering np with the other his flowtng 
raiment, as the Chiústian was led across the Goiirt : 
'^ Pour them forth on the head of the ungodly ! For 
his bones shall be broken, and the vultnres piek out 
his eyes, and hts pláce remember him no moie !-— 
Pour forth your vials of wrath ! "— 

And behold the foUowers of the Prophet^ who 
liatened with fear and trembling to these intrings, 
thenceforward regarded the captive infidel as doomed 
of God! 

' But, eyen as foretold by his own ptedictions, lan- 
guished the old man'8 health ! — Though tended with 
devoted love by Agaihonia, and patient fidelity by 
Thoas and the bondsman, he was as mie ínendless and 
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sdone. Books were denied him hy the Emir ; that in 
drearmess of capiivity he might redouble his zeal of 
pleading in běhali of Yelid^ and the eyes aocustomed 
to oontemplate ín daily gladness the worksof natnre, 
grew filmed with age, now that such exercise was 
Wanting. The iron hand of Islám which had 8o 
fieroely smitten his conntry, laj heavy on his head ; 
and he knew that, even as the name of Rhodes was 
effaced írom the pages of history, would the name of 
Telephiis be effaced fix>m the memoiy of Rhodes. — 
The island of the sun had fallen; the last of its 
sages was about to fall. 

^^Ichabod! — my glory is departed!" — ^was, ever 
and anon the ejaculation of the wounded spirit* 

For lo ! the master spring of life was broken f— • 
Even his memory beoame impaired. As a lake in 
the smoothness of whose honr of . peace is mirrored 
the tranqnillityof the heavens, reflecteth only broken 
images when an angry breeze hath mffled its waters, 
*-so that the stars appear to vibrate, and sunshine 
and gloom are intermingled,— all was confusion in 
his mind I 

Yainly did Agathonia strive to coUect his bewil- 
dered tbonghts; by talk of Lamaca,— its flowers,— its

trees, — ite aummer^hade,— and ihe dovw of b« 
rearíng whoae whit© winge fluttewd in tbo smuihme 
roand the rock, like spirita of peace. 

« There be noae to feed them now I" waa hia diaooar 
•olate rejoinder, " and they wiU pine and die, 
even as, for lack of spirituál food, the wanderera m 
whose ears I was wont to recite the promiaeB of 
graoe. The Tree of refuge cxtendeth its ahade ia 
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But Agathonia would not despond. la tender 
and faltering accents repeated she the parting words 
of Velid— " Despair not — O, despair not ! — the hand 
of God i8 over all 1 " and, moved by thia toaehing 
reminisoence, confided, for the first time, to her aor- 
rowing oompanion the conTictions which had begun 
to enlighten the soul so dear to them, even aa by the 
crumbling of a wall that had long shnt out the light 
of day. 

But evea this availed not for the eomfort of 
Telephus l~How was he to exult in behalf of one 
exposed to such imminence of preaent peril ? 

He knew that all Christendom would applaud Ihe 

^««d, should the young man'8 life be taken by 

**atme^ in atonement of the manifold orimea of 
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Idám. The bosom of the fairest proTÍnces of the 
Empire had been searred hj the trampling horsemen 
of the Sons of the desart, and seas of blood been 
shed, and the sepnlohre of Ohrist profaned. — ^And 
behold, a tictun of saorifice was in their hands for 
expiation. — And when and where, amid the scorefa- 
ing flames of hamán warfare, arise ihe softening dews 
of mercy from the earth ? 

Wherever the old man turned his eyes, were 
tokena of Tengeance and destruction ! And lo ! the 
thooght of his Agathonia, abont to be abandoned to 
ifae stonn, like a lily of Hermon, l<me\j on the 
mountain side, mingled wormwoid in his chalice of 
tears ! — 

^^Thou weq>e8t, O my father!" marninred the 
maiden, as she watched beside his couch, one solemn 
eToning, when again disappointed of the return of 
the herald by whom they looked for tidings of Yelid, 
and promise of release.-^^^ How — how — may I as- 
suage ihy tears ! '*-— 

^' There was a tiine, thou dear one/' answered the 
fiiHering accents of the feéble man, ^^ when with the 
idl-wise Cioero, I held it a greater evil to be iú*- 
seosible to sonow, than to háve eorrow heaped upon 
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my head ! — But now, enlightened hj ezperíenee, I 
applaud in the poeťa laagnage the pity of the 
gods, in conTerting Niobe into stone, to apare her 
the conaoiouanefia of her affliotiona ! "— - 

Grieved that he ahould revert at such in honr to 
wiadom of mere human invention^ gently did ahe 
uplift her voioe in the worda of Eiiphaa the Temanite 
-^rebakingthemnrmursofthenianof Ub: ^^Happy 
Í8 the man whom God correoteth,— therefore despiae 
not thou the chaatening of the Almighty. — For he 
maketh aore and bindeth up,— he woundeth and bis 
hand maketh whole.— Reoeiye, I pray thee, the law 
from his mouth, and lay up his words in thy heari* 
And he shall deliverthe island of the innoeent^-*- 
and it shall be delivered by the pureness of thy 
hands ! "--* 

Bot the pleading of her lips was vain. — Irrespon* 
sivé remained the sool of him who listened !•— 

" Thon art youngť' said he. ^^Theharrest of 
hope is gamered np in thy sonl; nor hath the 
shadow of time mildewed its golden ear. Those only 
who stand upon the brink of the graTo, discem the 
darkness of the abyss. But for the olne of hnman 
afiection guiding onward to rejoin the lost ones gone

before, O who would attain strength and firmness 
to traverse that fearful gulf ! "— - 

Tben grief choked the utterance of Agathonia ; 
for she saw that the soul she loved was as some 
vághtj cupola, ligfated from below, wbere, when the 
shades of evening gather, all is dark !— • 

^' As we approach the gloríes of etemity)" faltered 
the dying man, '^ the refolgence of tíie throne of 
God, refleoted into our souls, discovereth eyery 
latent blot Compared with his radiant purity^ O 
my child, crime^spotted is the most blameless of his 
creatures. Nor must the blood-gniltiness and sensu-^ 
ality of impassioned natures be more heavily atoned, 
than, in a life like mine, a selfísh sloth of spirit. 
Our faculties are given us that their ezercise may 
meliorate the condition of those we are enjoined to 
love as onrselves; and the neglect of this duty, is a 
breach of the commandments of God I — Therefore — 
O therefore, do I tremble 1 — For I know that my 
judgment approacheth ; and though my faith in 
divine mercy admits neither the lowest drop of 
Ezekiel, nor the Tartarus or Puriphlegethon of the 
heathen, there may be a pláce of pnnishment, my 
Agathonia, joyless, loveless, sunless, — where hope 
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and memory m extínguiahed, and one long irigue 
x«morae repkceth Time »nd Etomity ! " 

" O not for thoae wbo boUeve!" cried the 
disiraoted Agathonim flingíng h«Belf on ber kneee 
by bi8 ridfi.— " Am tbe rafferings of Cbriat aboond 
in U8, 8ó alBO our oonaolation aboondeiib by Ctefet I " 

An inaiticulato mnnniir trembled on tbo lips of 
the 8u£foxer, on wboee biow yrete abeady timag the 
dew8 of death. Like one wbo gropeth in darknees^ 
were his feeble hamds oirtstretobed, as in seaiob of 
flome stay or anchor for austainment in bia paaaage 
to etemtty. — 

Then Agatboma, aeeingtbit biaend wasapproaob- 
ing, and knowing ber belpleasnesB, prayed aloud for 
auoeour ; so tbat tbeur faitbful attendanta, wamed by 
ber uplifted yoice, rushed in and miniatered to bia aíá. 

But aU waa ¥ain,-.The gray bead of the anfianr 
waa bowed upon bis brea»fc.-.Hia wiadom waa gone 
fortb from bim.~Hia heart waa obili wiib deatb.— 
And when tbe biat sigb esca|>ed bia lips, and bia 
eyes became fixed for ever, tbere waa no traaW.no 
oftmfort in ti^eir gaae !~ 

Wbile witK 
Ptooeedod '®^®'®'^t handa tbe weeping Thoaa 

*o 45ov«r tbe iace of tbe dead, Agaibonia, 
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stragglk^ witfa her tean, stoopeá down to imprínt 
one last fond Iubs upon the brow of hhn, in whose 
sorrowB And affections she had bome so large a part. 
— When lo I at that sdemn moment, a terrible shout 
profaned the stillness of the chamber of death ! 
Above the yells of a Pagan mnltitude that seaned 
to assail the fortress, rose a oy of '^ Death to the 
Chriatians !<— Yengeance— vengeance on the Greek ! " 
-— aad Agathonia, shiidderíng as she listened, tumed 
towards the cold pale face of the dead, and blessed 
the name of the Lord, who in his mercj had taken 
awaj ! — 

Another moment, and a bla^heming throng was 
around her ; the rudé soldierj and Saracen poptili^ 
tion of Bhodes, mingled in tumultuous confiision. 
And behold, when they looked on the bed of death, 
and saw that their victim had eecaped th^n, they 
eeixed npoa his £EÚthful servanta and slew them, and 
cast them forth like dogs. And the críes of the 
faithfol nnrse and groans of the bondsman, went finrth 
firom the depths of their sonls. 

Bnt for Agathonia was reserved a direr fate ; and 
ere the horror-struck matden conld commend herself 
io the protection of Heaven, an iron arm had olasped 
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her lonnd, and she was borse with mockery and 
ioBolt from the chamber of death, and flung into the 
deepert dnngeon of tbe foriress. — And behold the 
ruffian who barred to the gnited dooř, sfaonted alond 
in derition as he lefb her, that an angoish worse 
than death awaited her on the morrow ! 

Stunned by this roddenness of assailment and the 
weight of her previous sorrows, scaroely had the ont* 
críes of the people made clear to her comprehenáon 
the cause of thia sudden condemnation. For lo ! in an 
hour of evil counsel, an outrage had been perpetrated 
hj Oonstantine against the faith of nations, — ^the 
herald of the Khaliph flnng into the Boaphoras,— -< 
and the son of the Emir put to an ignominious deaib ; 
— and the vow of Othman muat be accomplished ! 

Like the Cyclop raging in his blindness, was 
his thirst of revenge. While with a frantic voice 
he called upon the name of Yelid, — ^his only earthly 
hope,~-his brave, his beautiful, his beloved,— com^ 
fořt was in the thought that the heart of Leontius 
the prsBfect, was accessible to the torments he 
endured. 

How different that iivelong night the mood 
of Agathonia in her cell ! — It was the last of her 
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mortal probation. — On the morrow she was to die ! 
— ^Bnt what then ? — Alone in this breathing world, 
there is peace only in the path tracked out by the 
footsteps of the departed ! — 

Amid the darkness of her dungeon, — in the depth 
of her solitude, — ^without one earthty object aronnd 
her from which to extract a cheering thoaght, — 
there reached her through h^ prison-bars the difr* 
tant nmrmnr of the 8ea« 

Then sinking on her knees^ burst forth her cry of 
thanksgiviog : — 

^' Behold I am no longer forlorn I — Behold I am 
not ntterly forsaken! — For I know that my Re* 
deemer liveth, and I hear thy Toice, O God ! " — 

And the angeU of heaven that watched over her, 
amid the shadows of uight, joyfuUy responded

WoE«8TRUCK were the wanriora of the cain|>, 
"when moming came ; and desolate as when the ciy 
of the jackal is heaid in EphesuBi was ihe deaola- 
tion of the city I — Syrian and Rhodian wero alíke 
OTerwhelined with grief.<— For low in the dmt was 
hnmbled the pride of Islám ; and she who was ae 
fair in their eyes^ — she who was so treasured by 
their love,— <8he who had wiped the teara from so 
many faces, — ^was about to suffer a death of shame ! 

F(Mr the Emir had said in his wrath, ^ Be the 
Christians' law our justice c-*-^ an eye for an eye, — a 
tooth for a tooth 1* — By impalement died the noblest 
of the Syrian warriors: — ^let her perísh by the 
stake ! " 

And lest the Rhodians shonld aríse against the 
fulfilment of his sentence, the whole camp was nnder 
arms; lining the streets and quays to accomplish 
the slaying of one gentle maiden, as though a hordě 
of malefactors were to be doně to death !^* 
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EVen thoae hardeaed soldiers had perady^iture 
revolted from thdr savage duty, bat that the nature 
of the Emir s oath of retríbution was publidy pio- 
olaimed ; so that the Saracens whigpered reyefently 
amoDg themselves — ^^ There is no respite !-— By the 
tomb of the Prophet sware he that the maid should 
die!' — 

NeyerthelesB one alternativě was afforded. By 
the kw of Mahomet> conversioD, which is as the 
deansing of the soul froni sin, conveys redemption 
írom the judgment ; and after the Islamite cnstom, 
at day-dawn was the oell of the oaptive yisited by 
an Iraaum, to tender the Scríptnres of the Korán as 
a rock of salvage to the bewrecked. — Bot glory to 
Qod in the highest, she denied not her Master I Nor 
was the specions o£fer made with hope of acoepta- 
tion ; for to the honoBT of the Ohristians be it told 
that nevěr had the prospeet of death obtaiaed a 
pro8el3rte to the Moslems, within the suffering 
isknd of Rhodes. 

«' Thy bioody O danghter, be on thy head ! '' said 
the man of Ood, as he qnitted the ceU in sorrow* 
Nor could he choose bnt marvel with admiration at 
the constaney of one so young^ — the firmness of one 
80 meek. —

And now, amid the Btillness of moming, biew 
•Y«r and anon from the fortren the blasts of tfae 
fíineral trampet;— 'a aolemn intimation to the 
people that the hour of ezecution was at hand ! — 
And while that mournfal shrillnesa chilled eyory 
hearer to the marrow, forth issued from the gafces 
the Ascalonian goard, bearing their speais rey^sed, 
leading the way towards the fatal spot beside the 
chorch of St. Nicholas ; where the executioner and 
his men,— -three ghastly Jews of Antioch, — awaited 
the victim. 

Barefooted and bareheaded foUowed Agathonia, — 
her eyes upraised to Heaven,— her bleeding feet 
tinging the flinty way. — A garment of sackcloth, 
girded with a ropě, repiaced her usual vesture. Yet 
naked were her breaet and shoulders, saTO whete 
the long tresses of her hair streamed over them like 
a veil ; and thongh thus inhumanly ezposed to the 
profanation of gazing eyes, such sanctity was in her 
uplifted face, that not an eye of those assembled 
xiultitudes rested in wantonness upon a form, the 
^biteness of whose beauty was as the whiteneas of 
^er innocent soul !— Her spirit, absorbed in God, 
■®®ms abeady to glorify the body abandoned to the 
^''leltyofherpersecutors.— 
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And behold as ahe quitted the f<»i;re8s, the cap- 
tain of the Ascalonian guard, even Al-^Máhmon, who, 
for her beauiy's saké and the saké of the departed 
friend that loved her, was deeply moved with com- 
passion, approaching her as in discharge of his duty, 
olfered poison to release her from her miseries; — 
whispering with earnest entreaty, *' By the memory 
of Yelid, I adjure thee,— také, eat, and escape this 
frightfol condemnation I "-*- 

Yet, tempted like the tempted of Satan, like him 
she avoided the snare. 

^' Since thou willest me well," said she to Al- 
Mahmon, gently putting aside the gift, '' one serviee 
will I thankfully accept at thy hands. If in my 
hour of agony I fall from God, lift np, I pray thee, 
before my eyes the hilt of thy sword, that they rest 
npon the sign of the Gross ; and that, like the serpent- 
bitten in Hormah, through faith there may be health 
in my soul I " 

But he entreated her yet the more, saying> ^'Thou 
knowest not» O gentle Christian, thy torments in 
store ! — If not for thy own saké, for owr*, "who mnst 
witness thy sufferings, — spáre us the sight of such a 
death ! "— 

And for a moment her heart was tropbled ! — ^Bot 
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the memory of him she loTed, sad th6 thonglii tbat 
throngh her patienoe he might obtain eienal life, 
ren^wed her Binkiog connge. 

** Let me bear the woret ! * — wbb her meek leply. 
^^ Shenld my subinisaion find favonr in the aight of 
Heaven, it may be that GDd wiD aooept him for my 
saké ! "— 

Tben Al-M&hmon tmmed away his face to hide 
his tears, — ^lest his weakness should betray a soldier 
of the Khaliph to the scom of the people. — 
And again, the ghastly trumpets breathed forth 
their piteous blasts; and the procesáon of death 
passed on. — 

Bat it was with loathing in his soul rather than 
sorrow that the young Saracen averted his faoe, 
when they reached the pláce of ezeoation; where 
stood the mthless Antiochian, with his brawny 
anns bared to the shonlder, impatient to seixe his 
prey. For the heart of the soldier sickened when he 
knew that the rudé hands of her mnrderers were 
laid on that form of pnrity and grace. And his 
breath came short ; and ere he had time to close bis 
ears, — one shriek, one pieroing shriek, that rent the 
air, as if wrung from the irrepressible angnish of mor- 
tal nature,-^apprísed him that the deed was doně !— 
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And for & tinie^ theve iras darkness^ ae oťtlie Idind, 
apoa hÍ8 8011I ; aad wkeii.at lenigtb he took conrage 
to {^aaoe towavcb iShe spot, behold tba exeoutioner 
stood aloof wipii^ his swaartky face, as from the 
laboar of his hideous duty. — ^To her he dared not» — 
■Oy he dazed not tutn his eyes ! — ^Even the soldSers 
who with knitted brows and stenť pi^esentrnent lined 
the squaie, eaM seafcely letain their breaths £řom 
a cry of honor ! — 

Bat howbeit no fiirther murmur proclaimed the 
agonies of the gentie martyr, — all present of the 
Moslems adjured the mercy of the Prophet to release 
har from her pangs. — And when the hours sped on, 
aad a bimúng meridian sun shone out upon the spot, 
that faintness came upon the souls of eventhestrong 
men assembled, Al-Máhmon, remembermg by sudden 
Histínct^ that a draught of water conyeys release to 
those who suffer at the stake, presented with trem- 
Uing hands a cnp to the lips of Agathonia. 

Fain would the Jew háve interposed, as ohiiming 
the administration of the law ; but the young soldier 
throst him back fiercely with his sword, saying, 
^^ My head shall answer for it to the Emir \" — 

Bich, rich was the reward of his mercy, in the 
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glance of heaTcnly tbankfalness cast upon him by 
those dying eyes 1— No need to uplift before their 
agony the emblém of salvationl — ^The faith that 
inapired the fortitude of Agathonia shone bright 

^rithin I— 

And behold, ere Al-Mahmon had restored the 
cup to the soldier who had fetched it at his bidding, 
loud clamonrs echoed from afar, as thoughtbe ramonr 
of his charity had abeady reached the judgment-seat. 
Bnt no I — JoY was in that maddening shoui — 
triumph in that gathering acclamation ! — And Uved 
there then in Rhodes who could exult, while all that 
was best and fairest was passing from the earth ? — 

A moment afterwards, with constemation in his 
soul, he distinguiahed amid the cries of the people 
the name of " Velid !" — 

" AUah illah AUah !— welcome thon son of Oth- 
man !" — was the heartfelt acclaim. — " Lo ! our chief 
that was a captive is restored to nsl — Welcome, 
— -thrice welcome unto Velid !*'— 

And such had been the joyous gratulations anti- 
cipated by the son of the Emir, when, on approaching 
the well-known coast, and impatient of the sluggish 
progress of their sails, he had scarce refrained from 
flmging himself into the waves, that he might sooner 
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reach the shore! O how he longed to feel once 
more under his foot the native land of Agathonia ! — 
O how he panted to breathe again her Rhodian air ! 
— "What joy to say to his father — " It was Leontius 
who redeemed thy son ! — Harsh had been my doom 
from the Byzantians, but that Leontius willed I 
shouid be free. And behold ! I am here at thy feet 
— restored in health, — restored in freedom, — 
lestored in happiness! — Give thanks unto the 
Chrístians' God, and thy blessing to Agathonia, thy 
daughterl"^ 

So seethed within his veins the ferment of triům- 
phant passion, ,when, as the vessel touched land he 
leapt ashore; and, fínding the quays deserted, 
stooped down to kiss the hallowed ground which so 
often in the depth of his captivity, he had despaired 
that he shouid again behold. And when the scattered 
loiterers on the Mole perceived that it was indeed the 
son of Othman they had hailed on the deek of that 
Thracian barque, whose flag of truce proclaimed an 
errand of peace^ they gave glory to the name of 
Alláh, and welcome to the face of Yelid ! — 

Scarce could he attain the city gate, for the 
gathering throng obstructing his passage with 
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Then, wnthíng in hit agony, wrested he from the 
^p anns of pc^ution the thing ihat was dear to him. — 
t And haTÍng wrapt it in a cloak, he laid it across 
hÍ8 knees, asid sát by tke 'way^ide mouniing. — 
And becauae it was the son of Othman, no man 
hindercd. 

And after a space, messengers came nnto him, 
saying,— ^^ My lord, the Emir caUetii for thee ! " Bnt 
he answered nerer a word. And again came mes- 
sengeEB, in haate, 8a3rÍBg, ^' lliy fether yeametfa to 
look upon tfay face ! " — And he críed in a Toice as 
from the tombs, — ^* Henceforward I háve no father ! 
— Leave me with my dead ! " 

Howbeit Al*-Máhmon, whose eyes were red with 
weeping, and whose words hoarae with misery^ en^ 
treaied him and wonld not he denied ;•— -ceminding 
him how the MneKZÍn had summoned the foithííil to 
pnyer, and that much people wonld come about the 
pláce. . 

Then Y^id avose, and calling to him certain 
Teterans of the Asoalonian goard that had Wed 
him from childhood, they laid the body on a bier, 
and bare it^ dosely ooTored, thxongh the oity, on the 
way to Lamaca. 
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And as tbe son of Othrnan pursued with bomiog 
eyeballs and staggering footsteps thai well-known 
road, he heeded not when they reaohed the hill of 
Zimboli, ihat the song of the nightingale mocked 
him from the thioket8,or tbat the orange blooms shed 
their incenae in the air. — But when, as they reached 
the falling waters, the spray of the torrent sprinkled 
his feet, he stooped,— and in the hollow of his band, 
drew water to relieve his parching thirst. 

And behold, as, in the stillness of eyening, 
they wonnd their way along that qniet yalley, heavy 
amid the silence of Nature, fell the tramp of tbe 
bearers of the dead. 

And it came to pass that, whispers baying 
gathered in the city that Yelid the son of the Emir 
was retumed from captivity, (the rumour of his 
death being the wicked device of the Jews, who had 
bome falše witness to engender wrath against the 
Christiane,) and that he was bearíng home to 
Lamaca the yictim of that cruel deception,— great 
multitudes followed towards the valley. 

But the barriers set up by the Emir at the mouth 
of the defile, interdicted further encroachment ; and 
it was the Bhodians alone who, with a grief defying 
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temporal authority, hastened from every hamlet of 
the district ; — ^repding their garments and crying — 
^^Judgmeiit hath fallen on our congregation ! — 
Darkness is on the valley of Lamaca ! — O stár that 
rose too near thy setting, — why hast tbou deserted 
our sphere ? "— 

And when they came nnto the Tree of refuge, be- 
hold, the withered herbs of the garden, which had 
shot up, and shed their seeds, and perished, rustled 
moumfttlly in the desolate air ; and beside the dooř 
lay the milkwhite goat, moaning, and wasted, and 
forgotten. 

And on entering the dwelling of the rock, cold 
lay the ashes on the hearth, and the casket of know- 
ledge was rifled* — But the doves that had been 
reared by Agathonia were nestling on the shoulder 
of the Teikd statue^— living emblems of purity and 
peace! — 

And Yelid spake the word; and when the 
cypress trees flnng their long dark shadows over the 
pláce of tombs, the soldiers digged a grave ; where, 
folded in the cloak, he laid her at the feet of her 
mother. — And the grass was over her head.*-For he 
woold not that a human eye should look on the de- 
features of the thing he loved ! — 
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Then humbled ke hiniBdf beside tiie grave, and 
coyered his face with his gannent.-~And his heait 
waa as a stone within his hzeast. 

And when tbe san rose again in tbe hearens, 
came the Emir, leaving his people at the entninee of 
the vallej. And having reached the dwelfíng of tiie 
rock, he called upon the name of his son. 

But there was no voioe in the pláce ; and wheo, 
beside the pláce of tombs, he discoÝered the haggard 
mouraer, he craved for mevcj át his hands, as we 
crave mercf at the hands of the might^. 

'^ Thou art all that is left to me ! " cried he, in a 
Toice of despair*— '' Táke pity on my desolation ! — 
I pray tbee coine home to me, O my son ! " 

But the man of sorrow wonld not be entreated* 
For he was as one distoaugfat.—

flowery to the tomb of her who had been a prop to 
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the aged, — a guide to the blind, — a friend to the 
fatherless. — For they knew that, henceforward, when 
the poor came weeping to the valley, there would be 
none to succour; — that the angel of mercy had 
spread her wings and fled ! — And howbeit no man 
breathed the name of Agathonia^ which had become 
as an hoIy word, the voice of their mourning rose 
up as a blessed testimonial to the throne of God ! 

But Velid heard it not, nor heeded ! — AU was 
over for him in this world. — ^Al-Máhmon, his com- 
rade, attended him with faithful and abiding friend- 
ship, listening to his moans in the night season, and 
at day-break foUowing his steps at a distance. For 
he wandered to and fro, heartbroken, seeking what 
was not to be found, the print of her footsteps on the 
grass — ^the murmur of her voice upon the breeze !— • 

Yet ever, within the depths of his heart, re-echoed 
the words of her dirge : — 

For they are now thine own, O God most holý ! — 
Thy daysprÍDg of etemal glory slowly 
Dawns o'er yon silent bed ! 

And behold I when the summer waned, there was 
another grave in Labnaca ! —

Pcbge 2, lime 11. 

It would be easy to load this little volume with notes ; — ^but 
to what purpose ? The superfícial reader will pass them over, 
and to the learned reader, they are superfluouB. A few brief 
referenees, therefore, may suffice ; and those who are in- 
terested to obtain a more detailed account of the conquest of 
the Island of Rhodes and destruction of the Colossus, are 
referred to the treatise of Meursius, Art. Rhodes, Vol. III. 
p. 715, and to the pages of Constantine and Theophanes, the 
Byzantine historians. By most writers, the weight of metal 
sold by the Saracens in Rhodes is said to háve loaded 900 
camels ; but one of the Byzantine annalists raisesthe number 
to 30,000!— 

The existence of the additíonal colossal statues referred to 
in the text, is certifíed by Plíny : ** C&nJtmm. colossi aHi/um 
nobUitaíuri hcwm.*^ — Hist. Nat. xxiv. 18* 

Page 2, line 24. 

The Island- of Rhodes was conquered by the Saracens, á.d. 
653 ; but the sále of the Ck>lo6sus is ascribed by different his- 
toriana to various dates between that epoch and the siege of 
CJonstantinople, under the Khaliphate of Mohavyah, á.d. 672 ; 
during which interim the Saracens had possesslon of the island* 
The diversíty of dáte between the Alexandiian and the 
Christian era has occasioned some confusion.

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Page 24, line 23. 

Among the treasures seized by the Saraoensi after the 
defeat of Chosroes, King of Persia, aeoording to Albufeda, was 
a silken carpet^ 100 feet square, whereon was depicted a para- 
dise or garden ; the fruits, flowers, and shrubs, embroidered 
in gold and precious stones. The Khaliph Omar, regardless 
of the beautiful design, caused it to be diyided and equitably 
apportioned among his brothers in arms ; and the share of 
Ali alone, when sold for the valné of the materials, realised 
20,000 drachmas. 

Page 25, lime 3. 

The hill of Zimboli was so named by the Saracens, Zamhubt 
being the Arábie for hyacinth, a flower abounding on the spot. 
The violet, anemone, and jonquil, are also abundant; and 
most modem travellers expatiate on the luxuriant fertility of 
the Rhodian soU. Lamartine describes the arbutus and ilex 
thíckets in the vicinity of the city; and Dr. Clarke mentions 
that the air is embalmed by the profusion of orange blossoms. 

Among the conceits of the poet Rotrou, he describes the 
cypress, as '' ct clou énarme qui sert á rattacher la ciel k la 
terre/"-- 

Page 26, Une 12. 

Philermus, caUed by Strabo Atibiris, is the highest moun- 
tain in Rhodes. A chapel erected on the site of the ancient 
temple of Jupiter, contained a miraculous image of the Virgin, 
whioh was carried off in statě by the knights of St John, 
when they evacuated the island. The ohapel is now aban. 
doned, and filled with the honeycombs of the wild bees^ to the 
profit of the Turkish shepherd who keeps his flooks on 
Philermus. 

Page 26, line 14. 

The ralley described under the fiotitious name of Lamaca, 
lies at some distance írom the foot of Philermus. The ezca- 
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▼atioDB in the isolated rock are of immemorial antiqnity, and 
Bappoeed by antiquaríans to háve formed ono of the first 
temples raised to Cerea. Several excavated rocks are to be 
fonnd in the vicmity, >ivhich háve eyidently served for tombs. 
At no great distance from this highly interestmg monument, 
is the gloomy valley where, according to the archives of tbe 
Order of St. John, a dragon that devaatated the island was 
slain by the hand of Goson, one of the earlier knights of 
St. John. 

Page 29, line 13. 

The oriental plane trees of Rhodes, and other of tbe Greek 
islande, are of remarkable beauty. One of the íinest is at 
StanchiOy the ancient Cos ; and has been noticed by travellers 
for the last three centuries, as covering the market-place with 
its branches. ' Within the last few years, however, some of 
the largest boughs háve decayed. The unlettered Turks 
exhibit this tree asplanted by Hippocrates, who died b.c. 3611 
and whose memory is still reverenced as that of a divinity in 
the island of Cos. *' This is as it should be," says Lamartine, 
after visiting a fountain, supposed to háve been erected by the 
father of medicine. '^ On aime a voir les peu^les se rapprodter 
(Unsi au sowvenir ďv/n hienfaitevr de V h^mcmité ; on aime á 
voir cette véiiéraHon Umc?umte, qui dofme á une sinijple fontaine

Page 36, line 6. 

The colossal statue of Apollo was dedicated by the Rhodians 
to their tutelary god, in gratitude for th^ir escape from the 
arms of Demetrius. It was 70 cubits, or 105 feet high, and 
of such stupendous proportions, that few men couid clasp its 
thumb. The statue was designed by Chares, the scholar of 
Lysippus, assisted by Laches ; the legs being stretched apart 
and planted on the moles on either side of the harbour, so 
that ships of war sailed between. The face was uplifted 
toward heaven. The completion of the statue occupied twelve

years. A winding staircase asoended to the head; from 
whence were discemible the coasts of Syria and Egypt, by 
meanB of optíc glasses secured on the spot. The Goloasns of 
Rhodes remained stedfast, and one of the wonders of the 
worid, for more than half a century, but was overthrown by 
the shock of an earthquake, b. c. 224. The price paíd to the 
Saraeensfor the metal is computed at 36,000/. sterling, includ- 
ing the statues plundered from the different cities of the 
ishind. The sacrifíce of the latter is equally to be lamented 
and wondered at; since, when' taransported to Róme, the 
works of Lysippus were purchased at theúr weight in gold.

The Rhodians devoted, at the epoch of the Trojan war, to 
oommerce, were the fírst to create maritime law. Their 
code, engrafted into that of Róme, has been in part adopted 
by all the nations of the world ; and the insignificant island 
now trembling under the control of a Bey, who tremblesunder 
the bowstring of the Sultán, may consequently be said, to 
this day, to give law to the seas 1 

Page 36, line 20. 

The Book of EoclesiaBticus is supposed to háve been written 
B.C. 200, by Jesus the son of Sirach, after acquaintance with 
the philosophy of Greece. 

Page 37, line 13. 

The pioture of the Feats of Jalysus, painted for the Rhodian 
repnblic, by Protogenes of Caunus, was one of the manrels of 
antiqnity. The painter, who took seven years for its com- 
pletion, is recorded to háve Uved upon lapines during the 
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work,thathÍ8ÍÍMicyiDÍghtiiotbeolMeiired. ProtogeneswasBo 
liUle i^prtcÍAted by hisoountrymeiiy as to havebeen forced to 
paint ships for a subostenoe ; tíll Apelles, by buying ap his 
work% attested their merit It waa in pamting the pictnre 
of Jalysus that occurred the often-xecorded incident of a 
perfect representation of the foam prooeeding from the month 
of a dog, beingprodueed by a sponge flung at the canvas by the 
artist in despair. iElian and Juvenal descríbe the works of 
Piotogenes ; and Plutarch recorda that Demetrios not only 
spared for his saké the suburb of Hhodes in which he resided, 
but after the siege, visited and complimented him on the cooU 
ness he had displayed, by continuing to work throughoat the 
hour of periL " What had I to fear ! " replied the artist. 
** Your war is directed against the Rhodians, — ^not against 
the arts of Peace." 

The celebrated pictnre of Jalysus, removed from Rhodes 
when it became a Roman proTince, was bumed in the Temple 
of Concord during the reign of Commodus. 

Page 38, Ime 9. 

The Telchinee, inhabitants of Rhodes, described by Ovid 
and DiodoroB Siculusy were the first who erected statuea to 
thegods. 

Page 38, line 22. 

In many parts of Greece antique statues háve been fonnd 
deprived of their heads by the Turks, to be converted into 
mortars for domestic uses. 

Page 39, line 5. 

Windmills were invented by the Arabs in the seventh 
century. 

Page 40^ line 4. 

No statues to the gods were raised in Róme till nearly two 
centuries after the death of Numa, who had snppressed them 
trn an offenee to the Divinity. 
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Potge 43, line 9. 

The Caaba, or sacred temple of Mecca, is íirst mentioned 
by Diodorus, Vol. I. p. 211. Its archives extended seven 
centuries before the birth of Christ. The temple consisted of 
several halls, a chapel, and a portico, — the water from the 
roofs being discharged from a golden spout ; and the sacred 
well of Zem-2iem, within the quadrangle, being preserved by 
a dome from extemal poUution. The water is described as 
brackish. 

The tribe of Koreiah were the privileged custodians of the 
Caaba ; bom of whom was Ábdallah, the father of Mahomet. 
D^Herbelot, Pocock, Sále, and several succeedmg travellers, 
háve given plates or descriptions of the Caaba, which con- 
tained 360 idols, — chiefly of animals, — for, in Arabia, accord- 
ing to La Mothe, as 

S^ Bgypte, toute béte était dieu, 
Tant, au contraire, Hiomme était béte ! 

The chief idol, equalling in sanctíty the £sr-famed black 
stone to saláte which constitntes one of the beatitudes of the 
Mahometans, was the íigure of Hebal, or Hobal, formed 
in red agate ; holding in his hand seven headless arrows, 
symbols of the seven planets, to whom were dedicated by the 
Arabians the days of the week. 

The pnrification of the Caaba and casting forth of its idols 
by Mahomet, are described by Albufeda, Abulpharagius, and 
in £lmacin's history of the Saracens. 

Ptige 44, Ime 16. 

Cháíbar was a stronghold of the Jews in Arabia, about 
six days' jonmey from Medina ; it was protected by eight 
fortresses, but destroyed by Mahomet, and its high priest pat 
to torture to compel him to discover his treasures. During 
the last foiv years of his life, the prophet of the faithful 
beUeved himself to háve been poisoned in revenge by a 
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JewcM o( duIlMr, — Ihe poUon haTiag beeii administered u 
n taet of hia omnúcienee, Praňoiu to the Hegin, the Jews 
sod Arabi lived oa tuDioable tarmt, nnitíng for the plander of 
the c&ravuti.

Amxouj oDe of the most remarkable of Mahomeťs com- 
panions, was the oonqueror of Egypt a.d. 638, ander the 
Khaliphate of Omar.

The occupations of the Parthian kmgs, and those of Mace- 
donia and Pergamus, are described by Plutarch. 

Page 64, line 1. 

Early in the áxth centnry, St. Benedict established twehe 
monaeteríes in the Holý Land, from which branched numer- 
ous other religious houses of the Benedictíne order. 

Page 66, line 4. 

Doring the occupation of Alexandría by the Saracens, 
A.]>. 638 (as desoribed by Abulpharagius), Amrou conceived 
so strong a friendship for Johannes Philoponus, a gramma- 
rian, the last surviving disciple of Ammonius, that the 
learned Greek ventured to petition for a gift of the library, 
aiready sentenced to destruction. On reference to the 
Khaliph, the answer described in the text was forwarded 
from Damascus, and the precious library (described by Livy 
as ^ elegamtio! regtim ctmegue egregivm opus^*), snppfied fael 
for six months to the baths of Alexandria. 

This tale, repeated by the Byzantine historians, but 
omitted by Eutychius, appears very problematical. The 
greater portion of the MSS. were written on parchment, a 
fiftr from igneous materiál ; and the reverence testified by 
Mahometans towards every writing containing the name of 
Goo, is now proverbial. Yet a large portion of those MSS. 
were of a theological nature, many of them in the Arábie and 
Persian languagesl Gibbon, in the " Decline and Fall/' 
and Renandot, in his histury of the Alexandrian Patriarchs, 
discredity on good grounds, the magnitude and destruction of 
the Alexandrian library.

UntU the third century, the epistles of Paul were read

Page 67, Iím 7. 

The ftnt 50,000 of the army ooUected by Cho8roé'8 to 
mareh against Heraolius, were oalled the Golden Spean. 

Page 68, line 2. 

The dáte of Homeťs bhrth is unoertain, being plaoed by 
the Arundelian marbles, b.c. 907, as the contemporary of 
Hesiod, and by other authorítiea a eentury earlier, abont the 
Ume when David reigned in Israel. 

Page 68, line 4. 

Anaoreon flourished b.c. 532 ; the prophet Daniel b.c. 534. 
Malaehi, the last of the prophets, about 400 b.o., was the 
contemporary of Euripides and Ariatophanes. 

Page 68, line 14. 

Prasiane, a large island at the mouth of the Indus^ eolo- 
nized by the Greeks. 

Page 70, line 6. 

The power of the Popes is scaroely oonsidered to háve 
been established tlil the conoessions granted by Phocas, 
A.D. 606. 

Page 70, line 12. 

Zoroaster was one of the greatest lawgívers and most pro- 
found philosophers of the anoient world ; and many of his 
axioms, Uke those of Confucius, reveal the wisdom of the 
portioo jtist as the fables of Pilpay and Lokman stand their 
gxound by the side of those of .£sop and Phasdms. Zoroaster 
is deseribed by Prídeaux and Hyde as the oontemponury of 
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Daríus Hydaspes; by Justin, as reigning in Bactria, and 
the contemporary of Ninus. He was the originator of the 
séct of the Magi, and as such vulgarly accounted the father 
of magie. In the sublime language of the Zenda-Vesta, 6od 
is called << Time without bounds " : a more sublime expression 
in a Pagan mouth than the —

The first Kehla suggested by Mahomet was Jerusalem ; 
and would háve remained so, could the Jews háve been per- 
suaded to adopt him as their promised Messiah. The Mus- 
sulmans were afterwards instructed to perform their íive 
daily prayers with their faces towards Mecca, as containing 
the sacred temple of the Caaba. 

Page 71, line 8. 

The íegend of St. Veronica asserts that, having wiped the 
sweat from the agonised brow of Christ when bearing his 
crossy his countenanoe remained indelibly impressed on the 
handkerchief. 

Page 71, Hne 24. 

Pliny represents the passion of the Bomans for fumiture of 
citron wood to háve risen to such a height, that the price of 
an estate, or 12,000/. sterling, was given for a table five feet in 
diameter (Hi^t, Not, XIII. p. 29). It was brought from 
Manritania, and in colour resembled our satin wood, but was 
of harder grain. It íb still in high fa?our in China. Salma- 
sius has a long inquiry into the exact nature of the tree called 
citruty which some believe to be a kind of cypress, others the 
common orange, or lemon. 
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Page 73, line 22. 

In the sack of Ctesiphon, or Almazar, by the Samcena^ a 
sum of three thonsands of thousands of thousands of gold 
pieces is saíd by Elmacin to háve fallen into their hands ! 

Page 75, line 19. 

Abubeker was the friend, father-m-law, and successor of 
Mahomet. Doring his Khaliphate, the palm leaves on which 
the Korán was mscribed (some say the shoulder of mntton 
bones) were fint collected into a seriál form. He was bnríed 
in the torob of Mahomet. 

Page 78, line 14. 

Yezidy the son of the prudent Mohavyah (who in his youth 
officiated as secretary to Mahomet), was a feeble and inert 
prince. The command of the expedition against Constanti- 
nople was consequently intrusted to Sophian, a veterán war. 
rior. The expedition was also aceompanied by Abu Aynb, or 
Job, a venerable brother4n-arms of Mahomet, who was killed 
in the siege. When, eight centories afterwards, the oonquest 
of Constantinople by Mahomet established the Turks in 
Eorope, the grave of Ayab was sought out and covered with 
honoar8,and the site made the soene of conseeration for the 
sultans of the empire. 

Page 79, line 5. 

/The retam of the Emperor Heraelins from Tanris to Con- 
stantinople, after the defeat of the Persians, as reeorded by 
Theophanes and Nioephorus, was one of the most gorgeous 
triumphal marches of antiquity. 

Page 80, line 23. 

The Venetians attained some oonseqnence as a maritime 
republie in the eighth oentury. See the Verona Ubutrata of 
the Marchese Maffei* Gassiodoms, the Minister of Theodorío, 
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describes them as water fowl, who had fixed their nests upon 
the waters. The province of Venetia originally extended 
from the oonfínes of Pannonia to the Rhsetian Alps, and the 
inhabitants dispersed by Attila created to themselves a city on 
the breaat of the oceán. The Esarchate of Bavenna was 
rescued from the Lombarda by the aid of the Venetians. 

Pagt 81, line 20. 

Mahomet was so simple in his habits of life as to perform 
the usual domestic offioes, milking the ewes, and mending his 
shoes and wooUen garments with his own band. Accordíng 
to Gibbon, when Abubeker accepted the Khaliphate,he caused 
an inventory of his household goods to be made by his daugh- 
ter Ayesha, that he might in nothing apportion to himself the 
property of the statě. Othman, the third Khaliph, ušed to 
repair, on foot, to the Mosque of Medina in a cotton gown 
and coarse turban, bearing his bow in his hand instead of a 
walking staff. The food of the early Khaliphs consisted of 
dates and barley-bread. 

Page 90, line 21. 
The lustrations of sand enjoined by the Prophet in countries 
where water was wanting, were the result of the reluctance 
of his foUowers to attempt the conquest of provinces dešti* 
tnte of water for the fulfilment of the law. The law of the 
Korán, like the temporal portion of the law of Moses, wáis 
adapted so exclnsively to the wantsof the climate and coontry, 
and the legislation of a wandering people, that it cannot but 
excite wonder how, for a space of twelve centuries, it shouid 
háve obtained ground in more civilised lands, and regolated 
the £úth of classes for which it was nevěr intended. So 
unlike are its covenants to those of the Christian law, 

Which were not for an b%^, bnt for all time. 

Page 91, Ime 7. 
St. Jerome, reared in the study of the master-works of 
Greeoe and Róme, had some difficolty in estranging his mind 
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from their seductíve eloquenoe. The aiiaehoret has mformed 
tifl that he ušed to fast before he opened the pages of Cioero, 
and did not permit himaelf the reoreation of a page of Plato 
till after TigUs of prayer and tean. Attacked by a deliríoua 
fever, he fimcied himself trantported before the judgment- 
seat of 6od. " Who Jtrt thou !" eaid the Voice of Ages. 
" A Christian."— « Thou liest !" repeated theyoice. « Thou 
art a Ciceronian /*' 

Pagt 92, line 19. 

At the etorming of Ctesiphon, vaat etores of a white sub- 
stance were foond by the Arabs, and mingled as salt with their 
bread, which proved to be eamphor, imported by the Persians 
from China and Japan, to be mixed with wax for purposes of 
illumination. 

Patje 93, liiie 17. 

Cerinthas, one of the first heretics of the Christian church, 
promulgated a doctríne, that the nature of Christ consisted of 
a pretematural union of God and man, — a tenet mid^way 
between the systém of the JSbionites and Gnostics. This 
doctríne is supposed to háve suggested the a \vtv rou tfi<r<wv 
of St. John (ohap. ir, p. 3); and a tale is related by Irensens, 
and dÍBcredited by Dr. Middleton, eonceming an encoonter 
between that apostle and the heretic in the public baths ef 
Ephesus, when the former fled lest the building should fall on 
the head of the blasphemer. 

Page 93, lim 19. 

The Monophysites, or assertors of the single nature of 
Christ, flourished in the reignsof Zeno and Anastasins, under 
the auspioes of Severus, patriarch of Antioch. By the zeal 
of a monk of the séct, naroed James Baradeeus, they acquired 
the name of Jacobites, a Christian order still subsisting in the 
East. As bishop of Edessa, he ordained fourscore thousand 
bishops, príests, and deacons, to the Church of the Monophy- 
site doctríne. Acoording to the annals of Eutychius, the 
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Jaoobites pretend, however, to derive their name from St. 
James the apostle. Abulpharagius, tbe primáte, poet, and 
historian, was of thia famoua séct.

Orestes, the prsefect of Egypt, having been attacked and 
wounded by íive hundred Nitrian monks, headed by Ammo- 
nius, tbe insurgent was slain by one of his lictors, and con- 
verted by Cyril into a martyr, under the name of " Thauma- 
sius," or the Wonderful. 

Pojge 94, liiie 6. 

H}*patia, the daughter of Theon the mathematician, was 
murdered under the sanction of Cyril by the fanatics of 
Alexandria, in the HoIy Season of Lent ; being stripped naked, 
tortured, and committed to the flames. A tribute to her 
beauty and virtues may be found in the works of Bishop 
Synesius, her pupil in geometry, and in the works of 
Fabricius, Vol. VIII. 210. The popularity of her school is 
Bupposed to háve excited the jealousy of the patriarch. 

Pobge 95, line 3. 

When Xenophon, the great author of the Cyropedia and 
disciple of Socrates, consulted his master previous to repair- 
ing to Sardis to join the army of Cyrus, the philosopher, 
aware that the Spartans had signed a treaty of peace with 
Artaxerxes, disapproved the measure; but instead of opposing 
it, had him consult the oracle, satisfíed that it would intimate 
the pleasure of the republic.

Mánes, the founder of the séct of the Manicheans, who, 
uniting the Pagan and Christian doctrines, believed that God 
created the soul, and the devil the body, flourished in the 
third century.

Zmáak was the founder of the seet of tlie SAddneees. 

PoffeSV^Umel, 

The royal standard of Penia, whidi was eaptored by the 
Sanusens ín the hattle of Gadesia, consisted of a blacksmiths 
apron^ — ^the relic of a hero, who, in eaxlier ages, had effeeted 
ihe defiveranee of their coimtry. It was eonoealed under a 
eottting of diamonds and piedons stones. — Vide D'Hbrbklot. 

Poffe 98, Hne 17. 

The yalíant Zobdr was the fint Saracen who scaled the 
walls of Babylon, and assisted in the conquest of Sofetida, 
250 miles from Carthage^ the fine Roman antiqnitiesof which 
are still yisíted by travelleTS. 

Page 98, line 24. 

The feadal systém had been recently established in France^ 
under the Merovingian kings ;«— & relic of their union with 
the Alemanni, under the Western empire. 

Page 99, line 4. 

It was about the year, a.d. 596, that St. Augustin, with 
fořty companions, landed on the isle of Thanet, despatched by 
Pope Gregory to convert the Britísh Isknds to Christianity, 
where he became the íirst Bishop of Canterbury. 

Page 99, Ime 13. 

The first sun-dial was set np before the temple of Quirínus, 
by Papirius Cursor, b.c. 293. 

Page 103, line 13. 

Mohavyah was the first of the Khaliphs to attaek the 
metropolis of the Eastern Empire. In the forty-sixth year 
of the Hegira, ^▲.d. 673, or of the Alexandrían era, 665,) 
was proclaimed the expeditíon against Constantinople. A 
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belief was převaleni among the MoBlems, that etemal life 
had been promised by Mahomet to every soldier of the army 
which should first attack the Great City of the Christiane, — a 
prodigality of bounty.mouey, exceeding even that practiBed 
ten oenturies afterwards in Hungary, when nobility was 
conferred en masae on the inhabitants of whole counties 
adhering to the royal standard. 

Page 119, line 4, 

Callinicus, the inventor of the Greek fire, to the terrible 
effects of which is ascribed the repeated defeats of the Sara- 
cens during th^ seven years' warfare against the walls of 
Constantinople, was, according to Theophanes, a native of 
Heliopolis, and one of the greatest chemists and engineers of 
his time, who, after being for some time in the servioe of the 
Khaliphate, deserted to that of the Emperor. 

The secret of the compoeition was for oenturies religionsly 
preserved. But it is now known to háve been a combination 
of naptha and pitch, with other ingredients possessing an 
explosive force and defying the extinction of water. The 
Greek fire is called by Camamns, Mifivayi ; and naptha, a 
liqnid bitumen, known to the ancients as olevm incendia- 
riwn, abounds in the districts of the Tigris. By Pliny it is 
regarded as the instrument of the vengeance of Médea. — 
Hitt. Not, II. 109.

Hebdomon was a paláce of Heraelius, seven miles from 
Constantinople ; near to* which, under Constantine IV., (called 
Pogonatus from the growth of his beard during his early 
Sicilian eampaign), the Saracens disembarked when proceeding 
to the attack of the city.

The PUmisphere of Dendera, is asserted, by Biot, to be the 
work of the seventh oentury ; though long supposed to be the 
production of the age of Ptolemy. 
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Page 121, line 13. 

Symia, an ÍBland near Rhodes, is famous for ita fisheries of 

spooge. 

Page 125, 2úic 18. 
An axiom of ConfuciiiB. 

PcLge 126, line 7. 

Lokman, a prophet of Aby88inia» and the great fabulist of 
the Arabians, was the contemporary of Solomon, and sold into 
slavery amoog the Jews. There íb such perfect analogy 
between his lessons and story and thoee of .^sop, that many 
believe them to be identical. One of the chapters of the 
Korán bears tlie name of Lokman ; and especial honour was 
conceded to his philosophy by Mahomet.

That the 
last hnpression on his mind may be favourable, the foUowing 
passage is extracted from an eloquent criticism by Benjamin 
Constant^ on Schiller's Tragédy of Wallenstein ; as portraying 
in the person of Thekla, ali that was desirable to ascribe to 
that of Agathonia, — ^the personifícation of the Spirit of Fáith, 
as Teiephus of Rbason. 

" On sent que oette créature lumineuse et presque suma- 
tureiie, est descendue de ia sphěre éthérée, et doit bientót 
remonter verš sa patrie. — Sa voix si douce, á travers le bruit 
des armes, sa formě si délicate, au milieu des hommes couverts 
de fer, la pureté de son áme opposée á ieurs caiculs avides, son 
cahne céleste qui contraste avec Ieurs agitations, remplis sent 
le spectateur ďune émotion constante et mélancolique." 

Under such traits would háve been represented by an 
equally eloquent hand, the martyr — Agathonia.
